Every time Christrans keep Bun- 
day as their sabbath or holy day, they 
honor Constantine, orit was by hig coms 
mand that the ofl pagan festival dny- 
the day celebrated in honor of tho Suns 
god -was establishod aa the Christian 
Sabbath, But washs worthy of such 
honor? If perfidy, ernolty and murder

thero was lienry tho VITL of Eugland; 
ofcourse the Protestaut Christians de- 
lightto honor him, for was he not the 


among these aro Pope Hildebrand (St), 
the duke of Alya—-the wholesalo butcher 
of heretices—John Calvin who burned 
Servetus, and Cotton Mathyr of witch- 
burning memory, All thvse and many 
more liko them are saints whim the 
Christian world “delights to honor” 

But furthor, aro all those whom the 
world “moat delights to honor” such as 
Mr. Taylor would call Christians? In 
England, for instance, but few if any 
names Aro hell in higher honor than 
those of Darwin, Spencer, Huxley, Tyn- 
dall, and Jobn Stuart Mill. Are these, 
men Christians? To ask this quostion 
is to answer it. In France no man ever 
receival auch funeral honors 0s were 
accorded to Victor Hugo, tho Humani- 
tarian and Infidel. 

To come. nearer home; no name in 
American liistory is more venerated than 
is that of Thomas Jefferson, the reputed 
author of the Doclaratiun of Independ- 
once, nn outspoken opponent of Chris- 
tianity. Of the long line of presidents, 
whom the American world “delights to 
honor,’ only two, if wo aro rightly in- 
formed, belonged to a Christian Church 
—Washington and Garfield, The form- 
er, thongh u nominal churchman, ro- 
fused to commune with his brethren, 
and when he came to die refused to have 
n clergyman callad, Nearly the snme 
may bosaid of Garfield. During the 
months that ho Nugered betweou life 
and death be nevor oucoe callod for the 
rites or consolations of the church. Of 
the statesmen who hava made the most 
profound impression upon tho Ameri- 
oun public not one, 80 far na wo now ro- 
eall, was noted us a churchman., 

Whother it was ignoranco, prejudico 
or recklesa disregarit for truth that 
prompted Mr. ‘Taylor to pen the ubove 
sentences we leave our readers to judgo. 
When he says “the very lowest and vilest 
wero those who did'nt belfove in God," 
he contradicts tha facts of history and 
of overyday observation ‘Lhe statistics 
of prisons und roformatories would indi- 
cate that Atboists as a class, are by far 
tho most moral pa.t of sociéty, As before 
stated, the records show not a singlo 
Atheist in the prisons of Paris, end yet 
ono Atheistio society, alone, in that city 
ispaidto number 20,000 members. Prison 
records in this conntry show a similar 
stato of things. Such evidence as this 
cannot beslurred over ov gainsaid, If 
Atheists, or digbelievers in tho Christian 
God, wero “the very lowost and vwilest,” 
asussertod by Mr, ‘Taylor, they would 
bo sure to be found in the fails and pont- 
tontinries, ospeciully in a land where 
Christians have the making and enforce: 
ing of tho laws. 

It is true that some mon reported as 
being atheists, are now in prison in 
Chicago, but it has not yet been proved 
that they bavo violated any law of right 
und justice, If it should be proven that 
they resisted and killed policemen it 
would still romain nn open question as 
to whether the polico or the socialists 
wero the real agegrossors, 

Wo aro glad to know that the clergy 
ns a class aro not all so ignorant, 
prejudiced, owso reckless of truth, as 
Mr. Taylor shows himself to be.

Well, this 13 what tho 
Neo-Malthusians say, Why, then, 
throw Condorcet at our heads? 

Mr. K. says thatit remains for 
me “to show that the improvement 
in thy condition of the individual is 
due tothe law of population and 
not to the law of wages.” TI reply 
that when two men receive equal 
wages through nn equal number of 
years, and one of them is in comfort- 
able circumstances at the end of 
that term, and the other is in pover- 
ty, itis self-evident that, leaving 
aveidents, sickness and the care of 
of aged relatives out of account, 
the one has been more prudent than 
the other inthe spending of his 
wages and in the practice of economy 
generally, and that “domestic econ» 
omy” in reproduction, which Mr, Ix.
